This is done by 
a switch over his body from his head toe his 
tail When be threshes the ground with hys 
bode and bis eyes crow brighe and <parkle 
hke diamonds. we kill a deer, aetelope or 
some other small anrmal, and tearing out 
the liver throw it to the cnake while it iw 
warm and the bleed is still cottrsing throngh 
it. ‘The reptile wil! sterke it ager aed aca, 
and pretty soon it will turn black. When 
he tires the cnake is teased again, and he ix 
inducet te sink bis tangs into the vefe tech 
untilall the poten has been extracted trav. 
himued the liverts reekine with ir. Ile jx 
then killed, and the liver hired with a sharp 
pole. for so damcerous mw it ne one dares te 
touch it. The bver is let lie for about an 
hour, when it will bea jet black and emit sa 
sour smell. 

Arrows ore then brought and their ron 
heads pushed inte the liver ep te the 
shatt. They ore lett sticking there ior abouws 
an houranda hall, when thew are wv ihdrawn 
and dried mm the sun. A thin ghste moc yel. 
low scum adheres to the arrow, and of 1¢ se 
much as tovebes the raw flesh it Is certain 
to poison it te death.’
